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Belleville Moose 
Lodge to dissolve 
due to COVID

The 400 members of the Belleville 
Moose Lodge #934, Chapter #1135, have 
been called to a special meeting at 6:30 
p.m., May 5, at the Lodge at the corner 
of Sumpter and Harris roads in Sumpter 
Township to voluntarily dissolve and 
forfeit their club’s charter. 

A letter sent out to the approximate 250 
male members of the Lodge and the 150 
members of the Women of the Moose on 
April 22 states that COVID-19 has kept the 
Lodge closed for essentially 13 months. 

“The lodge has been deprived of over 
$100,000 in potential revenue due to 
closure. In addition, the State of Michigan 
has closed poker rooms indefinitely which 
deprives the Lodge of an additional 
$20,000 to $30,000 in revenue,” the letter 
States. 

“In any event, with little money left in the 
bank, very little money on the horizon and 
bills beginning to be past due, the Board of 
Officers have called a Special Meeting for 
a vote to dissolve the Lodge and surrender 
our charter,” the letter said. 

The letter also included Moose General 
Law 27.1, which states: Sec. 27.1 — 
Requirements — A Lodge may voluntarily 
dissolve by complying with the following 
requirements: I. Prepare a Notice of 
Special Meeting and submit to the Chief 
Compliance Officer for approval. 2. At 
least seven (7) days in advance of the 
special meeting, send by first class mail 
a “Notice of Special Meeting” informing 
each active member of the Lodge that the 
purpose of the meeting is to vote to dissolve 
and forfeit the charter. 3. Submit a properly 
completed “Resolution to Dissolve and 
Forfeit Charter” to the Chief Compliance 
Officer for approvals. 4. A Lodge can 
voluntarily dissolve by a majority vote of

Belleville DDA considers Wednesday food trucks, live bands

How about adding a first-Wednesday-of- 

the-month food truck on Fourth Street in 

front of the library, along with a live band 

from June through September in the city of 
Belleville? 

This was the proposal from Belleville 

Councilman Kenneth Voigt to the Belleville 
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Downtown Development Authority at its 
April 21 meeting via zoom. 

Councilman Voigt was representing the 
Belleville Area Council for the Arts. He 
asked for $3,000 to pay for the bands. The 
food trucks would come without charge. 

DDA vice chairman Jason Mida said he 
didn’t want this to be perceived or real 
damage to the city’s restaurants. 

DDA treasurer Sabrina Richardson- 
Williams said she didn’t want to see the 
food trucks in front of the restaurants. 

Voigt said the plan was to put this on 
Fourth Street in front of the library. 

DDA member Jennifer Winter of Egan’s 
Pub said because of the DORA (Designated 


Outdoor Refreshment Area), people could 
also get a drink at the restaurants. 

Williams asked if they had talked to 
the library about this and Voigt said they 
hadn’t. 

“We’d have to go to council,” said DDA 
chairperson Alicia McGovern, referring to 
the road closure that would be necessary. 

Voigt said he could book the music and 
he has BACA’s two portables stages. He 
said he could put up a stage for the band. 

“Wouldn’t hurt to have more fun in our 
downtown,” Mida said. 

Voigt said they could try it this year as 
an experiment and see how it goes. Then

“We're out of time, out of money and 
COVID is not going to end any time 
soon,” said Robert Coutts of Van Buren 
Township, Lodge administrator, on 
Saturday afternoon. 

“It’s COVID and its very unfortunate 
what it’s done to us,” he said. 

Coutts said in the 1980s and 1990s, there 
were 3,000 members in the Belleville 
Moose. That’s when Rawsonville Ford and 
Hydromatic were going full blast, he said. 

When the Lodge had money problems 
in 2013, it sold its 3.98-acre property on 
the lake at 831 E. Huron River Dr. in Van 
Buren Township to the BYC, a private 
men’s club, for $251,000. 

Then it bought the former PNA Hall at 
45476 Harris Rd. on a land contract from 
Sumpter Township for $175,000. 

Coutts said the land contract is with Moose 
International and Sumpter Township is the 
vendor. 

He said Moose International can sell the 
property or do nothing and it would go 
back to Sumpter Township. He said there 
are six acres there worth from $350,000 to 
$400,000. 

In an April 10, 2014 story in the 
Independent, Coutts said they had 2,200 
members in 2001 and after the turndown of 
the economy and many members lost jobs 
and lost homes, the membership dropped. 
Then when the Lodge was closed for a 
year during the sale of its lakeside property 
and the move to Sumpter, the membership 
dropped even more, to 500. 

Coutts said when he started as 
administrator in 2010 the Moose was going 
through some hard times with available 
funds not being dispersed wisely. The IRS 
and DTE were not being paid and locks 
were put on the Lodge door several times 
for non-payment. 

“Now, we’re healthy. No debt at all. Our 
future is very bright here,’ Coutts said in 
2014 when they were settling into their 
Sumpter location. 

Then came COVID.

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expand it next year. 

DDA member Valerie Kelley-Bonner said 
it would be good to change the genre of the 
music each month and Voigt said when they 
scheduled the music for Music Lakeside 
they vary the genre each week. 

“We could pass it contingent on the 
council,” chairperson McGovern said and 
Voigt replied, “I know someone on the 
council.” Voigt is a councilman. 

Winter made a motion, seconded by 
Bonner, to approve, contingent on the city 
council, the food truck and band on the first 
Wednesdays of the month at a cost not to 
exceed $3,000. 

DDA secretary Denise Baker asked about 
promotion costs. DDA coordinator Carol 
Thompson said the DDA budget has a line 
item for promotion. 

The motion was amended to read that 
the band and marketing costs would be 
determined, and then passed unanimously. 

Acting City Manager/Police Chief Dave 
Robinson said there are special event forms 
to fill out. 

“What you get from the city council will 
depend on what happens with COVID,” 
Manager/Chief Robinson said. “A lot of 
cities are nixing everything until August. 
.. All has to be COVID-compliant.” 

Robinson said someone would have to be 
in charge of the band placement and other 
details. 

Voigt said the agreement he has with 
bands has a contingency clause that he used 
with COVID cancellations last year. 

Voigt said he could volunteer the Music 
Lakeside stage crew for the event and 
McGovern and Bonner volunteered to help. 

“We'll get a complete lineup and 
finalization at the next DDA meeting,” 
McGovern said. 

In other business at the one-hour-and-20- 
minute meeting on April 21, the DDA: 

e Heard Thompson announce that the 
Fourth Street Place upgrades are almost 
done. She said the trees have been installed 
and the benches are in boxes and have to 
be assembled. Some concrete has to be 
finished; 

e Heard Thompson report on the two 
estimates she got for café lighting on the 
Fourth Street Square and voted to take 
the quote of M&J Outdoor Lighting 
Enhancement at a cost up to $2,000, which 
approves “gently used” free lights for the 
trees. The other proposal would cost about 
$1,375 with no free lights; 

e Heard treasurer Williams announce 
the committee proposed $2,000 each in 
Community Event Funding for Lake Fest, 
Central Business Community, Belleville 
Area Council for the Arts, and the Belleville 
Area Chamber of Commerce, contingent 
upon the events named being held. The 


DDA unanimously approved the grants 
and voted again to change the rules for 
application. The grants now have a January 
deadline to apply, instead of March, and 
others wishing last-minute grants must 
apply by the first of the month so the 
application can be considered at the DDA’s 
meeting on the third Wednesday; 

e Discussed a subcommittee proposal to 
have the fire department hose down the 
sidewalks and then have the street sweeper 
come to clean it all up for a downtown 
spring cleanup effort. After discussion, 
Manager/Chief Robinson said he would 
call the fire chief and talk to him about it; 

e Discussed the county’s recent work 
on the Belleville Bridge, deciding to 
keep watch on it to see what they do. If 
work needs to be done on the railings or 
decorative parts of the bridge, the DDA will 
keep tabs on that; 

e Discussed banner programs approved 
by the city for high school graduates and 
veterans, and what other banners could 
be up. Thompson explained the DDA has 
seasonal banners that are changed quarterly, 
with hanging baskets and American flags. 
She said last year the DPW didn’t get good 
instruction on what to do when the veteran 
banners were down and didn’t do anything. 
McGovern said the DDA needs a schedule 
of who’s doing this and that on the poles 
and she said she talked to Robinson about 
that; 

e Heard McGovern say in studying the 


Potential Projects list and the Follow-Up 
List, she thinks the lists can be merged. 
Robinson said the follow-up lists for the 
DDA and the city council are similar and 
he doesn’t like the city follow-up list. He 
said he will work with McGovern for a 
new template. He advised the DDA that 
the council has asked him to continue as 
city manager and chief. He said McGovern 
has agreed to help him find an assistant 
administrator that can be part of the DDA 
and work in economic development; 

e Heard Thompson say it has been 
determined that the DPW water truck 
can remain in service and could be fixed 
without great cost. “We will keep going 
with what we have,” Thompson said of the 
truck. There had been a proposal to buy a 
used truck for the plant-watering truck; and 

e Heard Robinson say there is a new 
kind of look in the city’s administration 
and it’s all about service. He said with the 
different stimulus funds from the federal 
government there is the opportunity to do 
some things and he welcomes any input. He 
also noted in the near future, “I have to put 
my emergency manager hat on” and make 
some decisions that could “make me the 
bad guy... I hope I have your support.” He 
spoke of the COVID rules from the state 
that he cannot ignore. He had set a May 25 
date to consider whether Belleville Lake 
Fest can be held under the state rules at the 
time.

to our community 


On May 5, the members of the Belleville 
Moose Lodge are expected to vote to 
dissolve their charter. This is a sad day in 
the community. 

The Moose was organized in Belleville on 
Nov. 26, 1945 and would have celebrated 
its 75* anniversary last November. But, 
COVID-19 got in the way, shutting down 
the meeting place and ultimately the 
fraternal organization. 

The Moose first built on the property 
at 460 E. Huron River Dr. in the city of 
Belleville, now the home of David C. 
Brown Funeral Home. David Brown said 
he bought the site from the Moose in 1981 
and the Moose moved down the street to 
831 E. Huron River Dr. on the lake. 

That property was bought from the Moose 
by the BYC private men’s club in 2013, 
after the Moose had a loss in members due 
to the economy and also had some financial 
woes of its own. It took some time to find 
a place to settle and the reluctant Sumpter 
Township Board of Trustees finally agreed 
to sell the former PNA Hall to them on a 
land contract. 

The Moose Lodge now is at the corner of 
Sumpter and Harris roads and that’s where 
members will meet to close the story on the 
group that has benefitted the community 
for years. We find stories in our files about 
the many, many benefits held by the Moose 
to help the VBT Dive Team, Boy Scout 
groups, soldiers in action, etc. We will miss 
the Moose. 
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EXTRA THINGS | KNOW 


Mary Fassett was in her 90s when she 
became the inspiration for Belleville’s 
Bridge Walk. Mary was the mother of 
Belleville Mayor Dennis Fassett, who faced 
recall twice in the city, with the second 
recall election successful. Mayor Fassett 
died April 8. 

He served from 1995 to 1998. He instituted 
the Bridge Walk in honor of his mother 
who walked the Mackinac Bridge with him 
each year for 14 years on Labor Day. The 
Belleville Bridge Walk has always been a 
tongue-in-cheek affair since the Belleville 
Bridge is so small in comparison to the 
Mackinac Bridge. 

At age 93, Mary Fassett was still driving 
her own car and bowled in three leagues. 
And, she wrote a letter to the editor of the 
Independent in support of her son during 
one of the recall flaps. I read through the 
fat folder we have on Dennis Fassett in 
our morgue file and it was a play-by-play 
account that involved all the leaders in town 
for or against him. 

Inhis short time in office, Fassett started the 
senior transportation project, the Christmas 
Home Lighting Contest, and fired Kerreen 
Gellert who was city manager at the time. 
Now Kerreen Gellert Conley is mayor. 

A Bohn Road resident in Sumpter 
Township called to say I wasn’t correct 
when I said he didn’t like the chickens in 
the area beyond his back yard. He said he 
likes chickens and he is out in the country 
where a few chickens are just fine. 

But there are 400 to 500 chickens just 
300 or 400 feet outside his bedroom 
window. He said the roosters crow at 3 in 
the morning. (He didn’t tell me the numbers 
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when he complained to me about chickens 
originally.) 

He said he has lived at that location for 
14 years and it was fine until this chicken 
farm was set up on the landlocked parcel. A 
neighbor told him that when she bought her 
property it was in her deed that she had to 
allow a lane on her property to get back to 
that landlocked parcel. 

Our reader said the person who takes 
care of the farm dumps wheel barrels full 
of feed on the ground for the chickens and 
he’s afraid that rats will show up to eat the 
chicken feed. 

He said this is a residential area with the 
only subdivision in the township nearby. 

He said he tried to talk to everyone he 
could at the township hall, but they said 
there’s nothing they can do. He said the 
ordinance officer got belligerent with him 
and he couldn’t believe that a township 
employee would talk like that to a resident. 

Another reader called to tell me a police 
officer who lives next door to her throws 
beer bottles into her yard and two years ago 
she asked him to stop, and he didn’t stop. 
She is so irritated over this. She is afraid she 
would become a target by complaining to 
his boss. 

I think some of the worst situations we 
hear about are neighbor problems. How 
awful it must be if you don’t get along with 
your neighbor. 


Wikipedia says a mangle or wringer is a 
mechanical laundry aid consisting of two 
rollers in a sturdy frame, connected by cogs 
and, in its home version, powered by a hand 
crank or electricity.

Go, Tigers! 


Editor’s Note: We contacted Darlene 
Loyer Gerick, secretary of the board of 
education who is pictured in our April 
15 edition with the red and grey band 
uniform she wore in 1985. We asked if she 
knew anything about this and she did an 
investigation on the subject. This is what 
she found: 

“I was told once that we obtained the 
uniforms from Ohio State, and that is why 
they were scarlet and grey. I wanted to get 
more information before I passed that to 
you. I posted the question on the Facebook 
page: Belleville (MI) High School 
Marching Band. I had some responses on 
the post, and I had a message directly to 
me. 

“Steve Coffelt wrote: ‘My father, Richard 
Coffelt was BHS band director from 1948 
to 1960. When he came to be director of the 
music department, the band had old, itchy, 
heavy-wool black uniforms. My father felt 
very sorry for his students because they 
were so uncomfortable and hot in warm 
weather. He tried several ways to convince 
the school board and finally was granted 
funds to purchase new uniforms. My 
father’s HS alma mater colors were scarlet 
& gray. He added the white with red piping 
to the uniforms for accent. It had nothing 
to do with the university down South! The 
board approved, and that is how it came to 
be.’ 

“Steve also told me that his dad ordered 
the uniforms around 1959. I showed him a 
picture that was posted in an album from 
the ‘70s and that was not what his dad 
ordered. It was scarlet and grey with gold 
trim, also. 

“A comment on my Facebook post said: 
‘They were supposed to be orange and 
gray when ordered in the ‘60s and they 
came back more red than orange. In the 
early ‘70s there was a big debate about 
whether or not to stick with the red and 
gray or switch back to orange and black. 
That debate ended with red and gray for 
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that set of uniforms (which I wore!). 

“This is the timeline of the BHS Marching 
Tigers uniform colors that I have been able 
to piece together: 

1948 - black 

1959 - scarlet and gray 

196?-1971 (or 1972) - scarlet and gray 
with gold trim 

1971 or 1972 - scarlet and gray (shown in 
an Independent picture 2 weeks ago) 

1986 or 1987 — 2005, orange and black 
2005-2021 - the current black and orange 
Fall 2021 - New uniforms coming.

The residents of Sumpter Township, as 
well as other townships, have less money 
in their pocket because of the taxes paid 
to Wayne County.

County has the wrong plan in place for 
its maintenance work and a few simple 
adjustments would solve the problem 
once and for all, while saving money in 
the process. So, I made several calls to 
the WCDPS to discuss the plan. After 
these calls, I had to alter my plan. What 
follows is the new plan and what may be 
considered my resume. 

Over the past six months, I have made 
two calls to the director of WCDPS. She 
never returned my calls. In fact, she is 
so busy not returning calls that she had 
to hire an assistant to help her not return 
calls. The estimated combined salaries 
for these two employees is $208,336 per 
year. In the private sector, I have always 
considered it as a courtesy and obligation 
to return customer calls, but with a little 
practice I could learn not to do so, and I 
would not return calls at a salary 25% of 
their combined total. 

Also, last year, after the WCDPS 
forestry department failed to return two 
calls, I finally was able to obtain a phone 
appointment with a Wayne County 
supervisor and an engineer, of sorts, who 
was atrogant, ignorant, and rude. The 
phone call lasted less than 15 minutes, and 
I was constantly interrupted while trying 
to speak. The combined annual salaries of 
these two employees is about $212,514. 
Arrogance, ignorance, and rudeness. 
Again, with a little practice, I could bring 
all three of those qualities to the job, at 
25% of the pay. 

By replacing the employees mentioned 
here and hiring a new employee at 25% 
of their bloated salaries would provide 
a savings of about $315,638 per year. 
For about 25% of that amount a private 
contractor could be hired on a part-time,

Shooting on I-94 leads

amenity,” he said. 

Best said the shade sail is designed to 
handle Michigan winds up to 110 miles per 
hour and to last over 10 years. 

“Spending over $43,000 for seating and 
awning? What are we doing for basketball 
players? Nothing,’ said Trustee Miller. 
She said she suggested a kayak launch at 
French Landing Park and it was put off 
because it would cost $48,000. 

“I’m not opposed to benches. I’m 
opposed to $43,000,” said Trustee Miller. 
“Somehow this gets pushed to the front of 
the line and I will vote no.” with 

Supervisor Kevin McNamara said he 
agrees with Miller, saying the township 
needs basketball courts and they will be in 
the new community center building. 

Miller noted that building will also have 
inside pickleball courts.

Trustee Kevin McNamara said the 
pickleball court will be well-used. He said 
he unexpectedly came across a pickleball 
tournament on TV and it is very popular. 

“I don’t think spending the $43,000 
will make us a more upscale community,” 
Miller said. 

“When you start something, you should 
complete it,” said Trustee Sherry Frazier. 

“It was completed. This is new,” Miller 
said. 

“I didn’t realize sun on concrete was so 
hot,” McNamara said. “It was adequate. 
Now it’s great.”

Resource Director Nicole Sumpter. The 
job description was last updated in 2013. 
Trustee Frazier said this needed change 
was not on the board’s radar. McNamara 
said it was because Assessing Coordinator 
Linda Stevenson “doesn’t have an ego...

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND THE ZONING ORDINANCE 5-2-17(2) AS 
AMENDED OF THE CHARTER TOWNSHIPOF VAN BUREN TOALLOWLIMITED 
ADDITIONAL LOT COVERAGE BEYOND DISTRICT LOT COVERAGE LIMITS 
IN THE INDUSTRIAL ZONING DISTRICTS FOR PURPOSES OF ALLOWING 
UNENCLOSED ROOFED STRUCTURES OVER ACCESSORY OUTDOOR 
INDUSTRIAL STORAGE AREAS. THE AMENDMENTS WILL INCLUDE 
UPDATES TO SECTIONS 2.102 — DEFINITIONS, 4.103 - FOOTNOTES TO 
THE SCHEDULE OF REGULATIONS, AND 5.101 - ACCESSORY OUTDOOR 
INDUSTRIAL STORAGE. 


THE CHARTER TOWNSHIP OF VAN BUREN ORDAINS: 


SECTION 1- ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 
Pursuant to this Ordinance, the following sections of the Charter Township of Van 
Buren Zoning Ordinance shall be amended in accordance with the below text 
upon the effective date of this Amendment: 


Article 2. Definitions. 
Section 2.102. Specific Terms: 


(121) LOT COVERAGE: The part of a lot occupied by buildings or roofed 
structures including accessory buildings or structures. For industrially 
zoned parcels located in the M-1, M-2 and M-T Zoning districts, lot 
coverage shall not include unenclosed roofed structures that provide 


shelter over approved outdoor storage areas located over existing paved 
surfaces as noted in Section 4.102, footnote BB. 


Article 4. Schedule of Regulations, Section 4.102. Add footnote 


(BB) Unenclosed covered roof structures that are entirely within and 
used to provide cover over approved outdoor storage areas located on 
existing impervious surface areas shall not exceed 10% of total lot area 
up to a maximum of 20,000 square feet. This coverage is in addition to 
any such coverage possible within the allowable 35% lot coverage. 


Article 5. Development Standards for Specific Uses. 
Section 5.101. Accessory Outdoor Industrial Storage. 


(1) Outdoor storage areas shall be located on paved impervious surfaces 
and shall have adequate storm water management systems. Such 
approved outdoor storage areas may be provided with an unenclosed 
roof structure covering up to a maximum of 10% of the total lot area, 
up to a maximum of 20,000 square feet, beyond the zoning district's 
maximum lot coverage per Section 4.102 of the Zoning Ordinance. 


SECTION 2 - SEVERABILITY 


Should any provision or part of this Ordinance be declared by any court of 
competent jurisdiction to be invalid or unenforceable, the same shall not affect 
the validity or enforceability of the balance of this Ordinance, which shall remain 
in full force and effect. 


SECTION 3 - REPEALER 


Allother provisions of the Zoning Ordinance, or Ordinances or parts of Ordinances, 
in conflict with this Ordinance are hereby repealed only to the extent necessary to 
give this Ordinance full force and effect. 


SECTION 4- SAVINGS CLAUSE 


Nothing in this Ordinance shall be construed to affect any suit or proceeding 
pending in any court or any rights acquired or any liability incurred, or any cause 
or causes of action acquired or existing, under the Zoning Ordinance, or any act 
or Ordinance hereby repealed as cited in Section 3 of this Ordinance; nor shall 
any just or legal right or remedy of any character be lost, impaired, or affected by 
this Ordinance. 


SECTION 5 - EFFECTIVE DATE 


The provisions of this Ordinance are hereby ordered to take effect seven (7) days 
after publication of the notice of adoption in a newspaper of general circulation 
within the Township. This Ordinance shall be immediately recorded by the 
Township Clerk in the Township Ordinance Book as soon as it is adopted, which 
record shall be authenticated by the signatures of the Supervisor and Clerk and 
shall be published in a newspaper of general circulation in the Township within 
fifteen (15) days of passage. A copy of this Ordinance may be purchased or 
inspected at the Clerk’s Office, 46425 Tyler Road, Van Buren Township, MI 48111 
during normal business hours. 


SECTION 6 - ADOPTION 


This Ordinance is hereby declared to have been adopted by the Township Board 
of the Charter Township of Van Buren at a meeting duly called and held on 
the 20th day of April 2021, and ordered to be given publication in the manner 
prescribed by law.
